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FEED  GRAIN  AND  SOYBEAN  STOCKS  CONTINUE  AT  RECORD  LEVELS 


Stocks  of  corn,  barley,  sorghum  grain,  and  soybeans  in  all  storage 
positions  on  April  1 were  each  the  highest  of  record  for  the  date.  Oat  stocks 
were  a fourth  higher  than  last  year  and  the  third  highest  of  record.  Wheat 
stocks  were  the  lowest  since  April  1,  1954,  and  flaxseed  stocks  were  the  lowest 
of  record  for  the  date.  Sorghum  grain  shows  the  sharpest  increase  with  total 
stocks,  reported  at  424  million  bushels,  more  than  three  times  last  year's 
April  1 holdings.  Stocks  of  three  feed  grains  --  corn,  oats  and  barley  --  add 
to  a total  of  94  million  tons.  This  is  about  one-tenth  larger  than  the  previous 
record  high  of  a year  earlier. 


Wheat  stocks  of  1,  121  million  bushels  stored  in  all  positions  on  April  1 
were  the  smallest  since  1954.  The  total  was  15  percent  smaller  than  the  record 
holdings  on  April  1,  1956,  but  44  percent  above  average  and  the  fifth  largest  of 
record.  Total  stocks  were  18  percent  larger  than  the  1957  production,  reflect- 
ing the  large  carryover  of  old  wheat  on  July  1,  1957,  a large  part  of  which  was 
Government  owned.  However,  this  is  the  second  straight  year  of  declining  stocks 
from  the  previous  year,  Stocks  were  less  than  April  1,  1957,  stocks  by  67  mil- 
lion bushels  or  6 percent. 


Off-farm  wheat  stocks  of  945  million  bushels  were  nearly  8 percent  smaller 
than  a year  earlier  with  stocks  in  each  off-farm  position  less  than  the  previous 
year.  Stocks  owned  or  controlled  by  CCC  showed  the  sharpest  decline,  being 
reduced  by  more  than  one-fourth.  Over  four-fifths  of  the  total  stocks  were  either 
owned  by  the  Government  or  under  Government  loan. 


Rye  stocks  of  15,  0 m.illion  bushels  stored  in  all  positions  on  April  1 were 
18  percent  above  a year  earlier  and  about  a sixth  above  average.  Farm  stocks 
of  rye  totaled  7.  7 million  bushels,  75  percent  larger  than  a year  earlier,  and 
accounted  for  more  than  half  of  the  total  stocks.  Stocks  of  rye  at  terminals, 
reported  at  2.  3 million  bushels,  were  the  smallest  since  1953,  the  second 
smallest  since  1949,  and  less  than  half  the  stocks  in  that  position  on  April  1 a 
year  ago.  Stocks  at  interior  elevators  and  warehouses  were  42  percent  larger 
than  a year  earlier,  almost  6l  percent  above  average,  and  represent  the  fourth 
largest  holdings  of  record  in  these  positions.  Holdings  in  CCC  bins  were  quite 
small  but  about  half  the  off-farm  total  was  either  owned  by  Commodity  Credit 
Corporation  OT  stored  under  Government  loan.

Agriculture -Washing  ton 


Corn  in  all  storage  positions  reached  a new  April  1 high  of  2,799  million 
hushels,  8 percent  above  the  1957  previous  record.  This  represents  the  sixth 
year  of  unbroken  increase  in  April  1 corn  holdings  since  1952,  Stocks  on  farms 
were  3 percent  larger  than  on  April  1,  1957;  ranking  below  only  the  19^9  carry- 
over itfter  the  record  19^  crop.  Stocks  in  off-farm  positions  were  l6  percent 
larger  than  the  1957  fonner  record.  Corn  owned  by  CCC  or  under  loan  represented 
slightly  over  half  the  total  or  about  the  same  proportion  as  a year  earlier. 
Disappearance  of  corn  from  all  storage  positions  since  January  1 of  801  million 
bushels  was  about  3 percent  less  than  in  1957  "but  otherwise  the  largest  for 
the  period  since  1952. 

Total  stocks  of  oats  of  600  million  bushels  on  April  1 were  25  percent 
larger  than  the  small  1957  holdings,  11  percent  above  average,  and  third  largest 
of  record  for  the  date.  Farm  stocks  of  5^3  million  bushels  exceeded  1957  by 
31  percent  and  were  the  fourth  largest  of  record.  Off-farm  stocks  were  smallest 
for  the  date  in  four  years.  Disappearance  since  January  1 of  333  million  bushels 
was  about  5 percent  below  average. 

Stocks  of  barley  in  all  storage  positions  on  April  1 were  a record  high 
of  262  million  bushels  compared  with  203  million  bushels  a year  earlier.  Hold- 
ings on  farms,  at  1^9  million  bushels,  were  4l  percent  above  April  1,  1957; 
and  also  the  largest  of  record  for  April  1.  Off-farm  storages  totaled  II3  mil- 
lion bushels  --  16  percent  more  than  a year  earlier.  Interior  mills,  elevators, 
and  warehouses  had  record  large  stocks  of  86  million  bushels,  almost  a third 
larger  than  a year  earlier.  Storage  at  terminal  elevators  was  large  but  l4 
percent  less  than  last  yearte  record  high.  About  three -fifths  of  the  total 
April  1 stocks  were  under  loan  to  or  owned  by  CCC,  a slightly  larger  proportion 
than  last  year.  Disappearance  of  barley  from  all  storage  positions  during  the 
January  - March  quarter  was  97  million  bushels  compared  with  89  million  bushels 
for  the  same  quarter  last  year. 

Sorghum  grain  stocks  in  all  storage  positions  on  April  1 are  estimated 
at  424  million  bushels.  This  is  more  than  treble  the  stocks  held  on  April  1, 

1957;  representing  a legacy  from  last  year’s  large  crop.  Stocks  on  farms  at 
96  million  bushels  were  three  and  a half  times  a year  earlier.  Stocks  in  all 
off -farms  position,  totaling  328  million  bushels,  were  nearly  treble  the  1957 
comparable  total  of  112  million  bushels.  The  CCC  portion  of  all  sorghum  grain 
stocks  owned  or  under  loan  on  April  1 had  reached  about  three -fourths  of  the 
total  for  all  positions.  Disappearance  of  sorghum  grain  since  January  1 of 
93  million  bushels  con5)ares  with  66  million  bushels  during  this  period  a 
year  earlier. 

Soybean  stocks  of  254  million  bushels  in  all  storage  positions  on  April  1 
were  the  largest  of  record  for  the  date  and  were  I8  percent  above  a year  earlier, 
the  previous  high.  Most  of  the  increase  over  last  year  is  in  the  off-farm 
positions  --  up  37  percent.  Farm  stocks  were  only  1 percent  above  a year  earlier. 

Stocks  on  April  1 indicated  a disappearance  during  the  6 months,  October 
1957  “ March  1956;  of  236  million  bushels  from  a supply  of  490  million  bushels, 
(carryover  of  10  million  plus  1957  production  of  48o  million  bushels).  During 
the  period  about  175  million  bushels  were  processed  for  oil  and  nearly  55  mil- 
lion were  exported.  In  addition  soybeans  fed  accounted  for  probably  a million 
bushels  and  perhaps  3 4 million  bushels  were  processed  from  the  1957  crop 

before  October  1.  Thus  the  indicated  (supply  less  April  1 stocks)  and  known 
disappearance  are  in  very  close  balance.

Flaxseed  stocks  in  all  storage  positions  on  April  1 amounted  to  15 *5  million 
bushels,  This  was  only  half  the  quantity  on  hand  a year  earlier  and  the  smallest 
April  1 stocks  in  the  11  years  of  record.  Off -farms  stocks  were  38  percent  less 
than  on  April  1 a year  ago  while  those  on  farms  were  almost  60  percent  smaller. 

April  1 stocks  indicated  a disappearance  during  the  period  July  1957  * March 
1958  of  29. 7 million  bushels  from  a supply  of  45*2  million  bushels  (carryover  of 
19.4  million  plus  1957  production  of  25.8  million  bushels).  During  the  period, 
crushings  amounted  to  22,7  million  bushels  while  exports  are  reported  at  9*0 
million  bushels.  This  indicates  a disappearance  of  31*7  million  bushels . The 
difference  between  known  and  indicated  disappearance  may  be  due  in  part  to  some 
duplication  in  stocks  reported  for  various  storage  segments  or  to  errors  in 
estimates  of  production  or  farm  stocks. 


The  totals  in  this  report  are  assembled  by  the  Crop  Reporting  Board,  bringing 
together  commercial  stocks  at  terminals  as  reported  by  the  Grain  Division  of 
the  Agricultural  Marketing  Service,  stocks  of  soybeans  at  processing  plants 
as  reported  by  the  Census  Bureau;  grains  reported  by  the  Grain  Branch  of  the 
Commodity  Stabilization  Service  as  owned  by  Commodity  Credit  Corporation  and 
stored  in  bins,  ships,  and  other  storages  under  CCC  control;  estimates  of  the 
Crop  Reporting  Board  for  stocks  on  farms  and  at  merchant  mills  and  interior 
mills,  elevators,  and  warehouses.
